at Audubon this morning, Smith and vv*ilson 
were shot In their celli after making a des- 
Derate fight, and Cicero Jetleraon was hanged 
from the band stand In the park. Tbe latter 
confessed to the crime of having killed M« 
father. 


The hl«tory of the Jellereou murder Is as 


follows: About two on tbe morning of April 
6tu, 18S4, occnrred.one of tbe most brutal out 
rages known In the hlstoiy of western Iowa, 
«l « jjyinL ihnii miles i»<t of 
Audubon 


Hiram Jellerson, an old man, was tbe vlcthu 
He|had resided there elxhtcen years, tbe 
family removing from Plttsfiel.l, HI. He 
bad raised a family of one boy and five 
girls. About 
three ye*rg 
prior to tbe 


crime, 
John 
Smytbe, 
from 
Groon 


county, 
mauled 
one 
of 
tbe 
girls. 


He was a rough, drinking character, and soon 
marie trouble aud arrayed the mother and 
children -gainst tbe father. He accused tbe 
old father with Incest with one of tbe girls, 
aud threats were made by Smyths and others 
•gainst Jellerson. Smythe moved to Carroll 
county and induced Cicero, tbe son, «»d tbe 
girl Lucy to go with him. Jellerson »•• a 
cripple, not strong mentally, bat strictly 
honest In all bis darlings, a kind h"«t*nd «id 
father. Clclro and Smytbe so b*<i"-nd him 
that at times he was partially im-an*. On 
the mornlnfc of tbe murder thru boioemen 
rodft up to Inn house where Jellerson 
and wife were living alone »nd boisterously 
entered the room where their victim was 
sleeping. Tbe wife at the inquest said It was 
too dark to lecogblzn wbo they were. She 
asked what they wanted. A rough folce told 
her to keep still. Tbe old man said, "What 
are you bere for V" She answered "It is not 
Cicero, but John Smytbe." Jellerson was 
then selied and violently dragged from tbe 
bed onto the floor, she also f*Umg oat. Jel- 
lerson cried for help bat tbe murderers put a 
rope around his neck, pulling his shirt over 
bis h3«d, then dr^ed him by tbe ropt 
540 foot to maple tree, threw the rupe over a 
limb •bout six fost'fruOl tbe ground tad drew 
him up. Pinioning his arms they left him, 
mounted their boruta tod rode aw.y. The old 
lady sorted for * neighbor's to give tbe alarm 
when one man rode tsjS tnd told her to kaap 
quiet or be would- stHng her UB.- At the in- 
quest a-verdict wan returned that Cicero J«l- 
lersonr John Snlythe and another party com- 
mitted tbe deed- Lucy, who *a« aec'«ed of 
mCu5twltr4 her father, wax «iiio implicated. 
She had mauled a m«n n»med Joe WMson.

From tlio tlnie 
of Its founding up to tlie present it nan had 
rcrrjnrknbl* growth and to-day tujly ropre 
nenta In every respect what 'its projector? an- 
ticipated. of it. Tbe location of the city la an 
admirable brie situated as it Is, direc'ly at 
the base of Pike'!) Teak and nt an altitude of 
0,000 feet above the level of tho sea. To bor- 
row, the cxpreesion of a -well known wrjtcr,-
